A multi-million dollar park 
program, geared to please resi 
dents all over Torrance some­ 
how and In some way, has been 
drafted by the Recreation Com 
mission and submitted for study 
to the City Council.

More than 100 acres of land 
/or park purposes whose acqui­ 
sition and development would 

roughly to about $8-Mil- 
are involved.

The commission recommended 
that the council Initiate ap­ 
praisal and condemnation pro­ 
ceedings. The council delayed 
action for a week in order to 
"look at the sites."

The commission worked In 
terms of 109 acres to be ac­ 
quired at a cost of about $10,000 
an acre ($1,090,000 total). Im­ 
provement costs arc figured at

tout $50,000 per acre (total 
,825,000). Acquisition and inv 

provement would come roughly 
to about; $6,915,000.

mend to the City Council less 
than $8-Million for the total 

. park acquisition and develop­ 
ment program," ll»rry Van Br!

Which Of The 2 Are You?
When we think of habits wj usually think of bad

The following information will apply to elementary and high gctfbol youngsters who an* not already enrolled.^—————————————————————————————————————————
KLEMKNTARY

The elementary schools In (he 
Torrance Unified School Dis­ 
trict will be open starting Mon- 
rlay, September 3, for enroll­ 
ment of new children In the 
elementary grades kindergarten 
through eight.

A child must have been born 
on or before December 2. 1951 
to be admitted to kindergarten 
•i»,i /... ..1 h,,f,,.<. nprember 2,

1950 to b* admitted to the first 
grade.

There can be no exceptions to 
this State Law. State law re­ 
quires that a birth certificate 
or adequate proof of the birth 
date of kindergarten and first 
grade pupils be presented at the 
time of enrollment.

Also, all kindergarten and 
first grade children wtio reside 
In the district at the opening 
of school must be enrolled on or 
before October 10, 1956 to be 
eligible to enter ichool this 
year.

Exceptions to this State regu­ 
lation must be approved by of­ 
ficial action* of the Board of 
Education.

HIGH SCHOOL
Both high schools started en­

rolling pupils new to fhe Dis­ 
trict on Monday, August 27 and 
will continue this enrollment 
through Wednesday, September 
5. The hours lor registration 
at each school will be 9 a.m. to 
12 noon and .1 p.m. to 3 p.m. 
The offices will be closed on 
I^ibor Day.

New students should bring 
report cards or transcripts with 
them when they register if pos­ 
sible. Students who graduated 
from a Torrance elementary 
school need not register since 
they have already been enrolled.

BUS RATES 
TO DROP 
SEPT. I

Bus rides will be getting 
cheaper starting September 1.

This announcement came 
from Marshall Chamberlain, 
superintendent, of Torrance's 
municipal bus department.

Fares up to and including 60 
cents will be reduced as a re­ 
sult of the removal of the 10 
per cent travel tax. This reduc- 
tion was approved when Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower signed the 
Kean bill into law.

Fares from Torrance to Los 
Angeles which are now 50 cents 
will be lowered to 45 cents and 
from North Torrance to Los' 
Angeles which now costs 44 
cents will cost 40 cents, Cham­ 
berlain said.

The Little Red School House experiment i» a whop­

This in the exciting conclusion of-a thorough and 

comprehensive study which nan just been completed and which Involved 15,000 computations.
And what did all thla prove?
It proves that children learn more from those who art dif­ 

ferent than from those who are similar.
Or, put another way, greater growth will occur for chil 

dren when they are grouped on the basis of differences rather 
than similarities.

These are the enthusiastic findings of Walter Rehwoldt.

director of instruction, and Warren W. Hamilton, director of 
special services for the Torrance Unified School District.

The Idea for the local experiment originated with Reh- 
woldl who had long been intrigued hy a theory advanced hy 
Dr. Howard Lane, professor of education at N«*^- York uni­ 
versity.

Dr. Lane suggested that children learn more from those 
who are different than from those who are similar.

Rehwoldt'* enthusiasm and conviction impressed Tor­ 
rance's Board of Education and Dr. ,T. H. Hull, superintendent 

( of nctiools.
Consequently. Rehwoldt was given permission to set up « 

pilot pivject to test the idea.
The plan involved combining rather than separating cer­ 

tain grade levels.
The underlying; trie* wan <ha( pupils would learn more 

and advance faster when not hampered hy arbitrary grade 
distinction* hawed nn ngf. At the sainn time. If they were 
slow In any partlculnr field, they rnnld h«> helped to tackle

that particular problem at their own pace, without being 
held up In their other studies.

lastly, learning and social responsibilities would improve 
where younger and older children are placed together just 
as In a family relationship.

The Plan
The plan involved lumping 1st. 2nd. and 3rd graders to­ 

gether into a single multi-grade classroom. The same w*f 
done with 4th. Sth. and fith graders.

Seven such multi-grade classes were set up at Walterta 
elementary school. Of these, four were primary multi-grades 
(1st. 2nd. and 3rd grades) and three were Intermediate multi- 
grades (4th, 5th. and 6th grades).

Because of its resemblance ro the old-fashioned classroom* 
arrangement, this idea has come to be popularly referred to as 
"the Little Red School House Plan."
